During the early Christian era, 
eggs, butter and milk were for- 
bidden during Lent. Any of these 
foods that the housewife had on 
hand, had to be used up, and a 
special recipe was prescribed by 
the church in which flour was 
symbolic for the staff of life 
milk for innocence, salt for 
wholesomeness and eggs for 
Hence, pancakes became 
the official meal of Shrove Tues- 
day, the last day before Lent. 

Golden brown pancakes are not 
typical of any one country; they 
appear -among the foods of all 
in one form or another. 
In North America, corn meal was 
used by the Indians, but today 
pancakes are made with a variety 
of grain’ products, for example, 
white flour, buckwheat flour, 
bran, oatmeal, raw or cooked 
potatoes or bread crumbs,
